“hot' .turn .se.ssiun. 


“\ e i lew of us .st.ip to analyze that color, which makes an 
inii.uvssifin thiough its medium, the eye. upon the b rain, aflect.s 
our enidtional stab ility 
too. 
Ii we pause and recollect, 
we 
have ail b een emolionaily carried away b y perhaps our first 
view of the Grand Canyon replete in color; certainly %ve have 
enjt» \ed the b uoyancy ot an eaiiy morning sunrise. 
“We art' ail influenced b y 
color, that is, all b ut the one 
man in 24 and tlie one woman 
in 28H among u.s who happens 
to b e color-b lind. 
The lest of 
us are b orn with some sort of 
color sense,’ good, b ad. or indifferent. Just as we have a mu.sic 
sense varying from that of the artist who composes, down 
to 
the washerwoman's, who merely }uun.< as she works. 
We wouldn t think of going out and gi\ing a recilaJ with- 
nut some musical training, yet most of us wouldn't hesitate for 
B minute to choose colors for anything from our own office 
to our home, b ased on nothing other than our personal prefer- 
ence for this or that color.

“ It was Newton who disco\ered that white light contained 
all colors when he filtered sunlight through a prism. 
Since 
light in luminous form is heat, pigmented surfaces that reflect 
H.ght reilect heat and aie therefore cooler physically. 
When 
the tenifierature inside a white linen suit shows 98 degrees F.. 
a daik .^uit ot the ramc' material will show a temperature of 
1 In de.grees. 


“I- is not b > accident, therefore, that dairy, milk, ice and 
floral trucks are painted white or with light tints to reflect 
light and heal. 
It is a well-known fact that gasoline storage 
tanks painted white will cut down evaporation 
over 
darker 
hued tanks, 
even w e v containers that are painted silver. 
A iarmer knows that white horses W’orking in the field 
are capab le of doing more work than b lack horses b ecause 
white horses remain coolei* longer. 


The \ isib iliiy of colors too is important. 
Yellow can b e 
seen furthest, then red, then green: that applies only to pig­ 
mented surfaces (painted or printed). 
“Since yellow as a pigmented color can b e .seen furthest, it is 
used on highway markers, stop signs and fire hydrants. 
Black- 
on \ellow offers greatest distance legib ility. 
This color com­ 
b ination is fine for b illb oards and outdoor signs, b ut nnrst b e 
u.sed sparingly on b ooklets or any literature that mu.st b e read 
at close range. 


The high visib ility of yellovi makes this color popular with 
the manuiacturers of children’s rain coats, school dress, b oys’ 
shirts, caps and head scarfs will b e next to u.se yellow, for 
manufacturers will b egin merchandising their products as safety 
gai ments that can b e seen farthest b y motorists. 
“Ab out red, and b lue, and green, from a vi.sib ility stand­ 
point, they are nut as important as Irum a psychological point 
of view, so in tJie limited time we have w’e shall stre.ss later 
u}Jon the etlect these colors have on human emotions. 
“Aiiei' image is another piiysical peculiarity of color. 
Snow 
b lindness is an excellent example of this phenomenon. 
A sniwv 
b lind person remains in an atmosphere of white so long that the 
eve b ecor*es fatigued to that color and seeks tiie complementary 
color b lack. 
This results in temporary loss of sight until the 
strain on liie over-used eve muscles is relieved.

characteristics, such as tradition, direction of light, etc., .hould 
b e considei ed in choosing colors. 


Psy chological Effects 


The effect colors have upon the emotions is an extremely 
important factor in selecting color. 
The stimulating colors are 
yellow, orange and red: these colons are generally classified as 
the -warm’ colors. 
Blue, green and violet are sedative colors; 
these are classified as the ‘cold’ colors. 


The four psychological primaries are red, green, yellow, 
b lue. 
Red and green, yeilow and b lue are direct complementary 
» D are orange and violet. 
Direct complementary colors offer 
sti iking harmony pattern? for each color complements the oiher, 
I.e., where red and green are used as direct complementary 
colors, the red intensifies the green, and the green the red. 
making the colors seem more pronounced. 


“The stimulating colors are ob viously action colors; they 
get thing.« ; done quickly. 
Red. of course, is the most volatile 
of these action colors, then orange and then yellow. 
The .same 
colors If used in large areas cause farsightedness: cause the 
colors to come closer. 
Therefore, colors from the ‘action’ family 
should not b e used in large amounts in small rooms for they 
cause walls p.sychoiogically to ‘close in,’ cause the small rooms 
to seem even smaller. 


“Men cannot remain long in a pure red environment. 
That 
IS why a retail chain of candy stores painted the inside of their 
phone b ooths a b rilliant red. 
This action, they say, completely 
eliminated long phone conversations and enab led them to take 
down unsightly signs asking that the phone not b e used lor 
long periods of lime. 


“In addition to b eing a stimulating color, red is a war color. 
Traditionally, it is a danger color. 


“ It is a well-known fact that a pink (which is a pari of 
the red family) reply envelope will b ring quick replies when 
selling inexpensive items or where replies can b e given with­ 
out cfelib eration. 
Where the item .sold requires time to reach 
a decision, then pink reply envelopes should not b e u.sed for 
the i-ecipient cannot leave the envelojie on his desk for tlie lengiii 
of time required to make this decision. 
The stimulating color 
of the envelope suggests that action b e taken and as a« result 
this action may culminate in his tossing the envelope in the 
w'astc b asket. 


“The sedativ’e colors are direct opposites, b lue b eing the 
most sedative, then green, then violet. 
Here again large areas 
ol these colors cause the colons seemingly to recede from the 
eye. 
Therefore these colors are excellent for use in small rooms 
—they make the rooms appear larger. 


“These colors are excellent for use in direct mail where 
the purchase of the article sold must b e studied. 
Sedative colors 
promote concentration. 


The degiee of stimulation or sedativencs? of vv'armncss or 
coolness can b e varied b y adding white to produce tints, adding 
gray to produce tones, or adding b lack to produce shades. 
F’.sy- 
chologically again tints produce lightness of weight, nimb leness, 
airiness, whereas shades create the impression 
of 
heaviness, 
stab ility, dignity; tones serve as compromise colors. 
“So far. only a very few of the highlights of the four psy­ 
chological primaries (red, yellow, b lue and green) have b een 
covered in this di.scussion. 
The ab ove inlormation is far from ail 
that is necessai-y b efore the correct selection can b e made. 
Theic 
are other factors which must also b e considered. 
Tliese 
in­ 
clude section and international color preference, age. education, 
etc., ail of them important whether one color is b eing chosen to 
paint your office, or where myriads of hues are selected tor a 
color advertisement. 


“ Each of your prob lems on color must b e handled indi­ 
viduality. 
Color is too complex to attempt to do anything b ut 
generalize and thus vaguely familiarize you with its potency 
in so b rief a discirssion. 
My mission is not to present an educa­ 
tion in color, b ut to call attention to the neglected power of 
color. 
It is my hope that you will b ecome aware of the po­ 
tentiality of color to the point of b ecoming a student m this 
progressive and increasingly important science.”
